Councillors hand in petition 
against bus cuts at County Hall 


ANDY Canning, together with other Liberal 
Democrat county councillors, handed in a pe¬ 
tition against bus cuts at County Hall last 
week. 

Signed by 4,500 people, it read: “I/We, the 
undersigned, view with dismay the decision 
by Dorset County Council to cut the number 
of supported bus services from 35 to just 
seven and call for their funding to be rein¬ 
stated.” 

Councillor Canning, who serves Dorchester 
at town, district and county level, said: “I 
have never known a local petition gain so 
many signatures. 

“The public are rightly concerned about 
rural isolation. How will people without a 
private car get their shopping done or visit 
medical or care facilities? I have received 
hundreds of letters from people who are 
dreading these cuts.” 

As plans stand at the moment three-quar¬ 
ters of supported bus routes will simply cease 
on July 22nd. 

“There is now new leadership at County 
Hall after Lib Dem campaigner Jon Andrews 
defeated the previous leader of the county 
council, Robert Gould,” added Cllr Canning. 

“So I am calling on the new leader, Rebecca 
Knox, to have a look at this again before it is 
too late.” 

Cllr Canning is also standing for parliament 
in the forthcoming general election in the 



West Dorset constituency. 

The bus services that will come to an end in 
West Dorset on July 22nd include: 1 and 2 - 
Dorchester town services; 44 - West Bay to 
Bridport; 71 - Lyme Regis town service; 73 - 


Power stock to Bridport; 74 - Sherborne to Yet- 
minster to Yeovil; 210 - Litton Cheney to Brid¬ 
port; 211 - Poundbury to Weymouth; 212 - 
Dorchester to Yeovil; 307 - Stalbridge to 
Dorchester; 311 - Blandford to Dorchester.

given Dorchester a miss - and 
who could blame them.” 

Ward councillor Trevor Jones 
sympathises with residents who 
have to walk under the bridge. 

He said: “The pigeons are a nui¬ 
sance. The problem is what to do 
about them given that the bridge 
is the responsibility of Network 
Rail and they are unlikely to let 
anyone else touch it. So it’s proba¬ 
bly down to them to do something 
and, given the experience of try¬ 
ing to get them to build the dis¬ 
abled access to the station from 
Williams Avenue, I don’t hold out 
much hope. Despite the local au¬ 
thorities providing the money sev¬ 
eral years ago we are still waiting 
for the work to be done and meet 
with delay after delay. All very 
frustrating indeed.” 

Fellow ward councillor Gerald 
Duke says he would not wait for 
the eggs to hatch before tackling 
the problem - as that would sim¬ 
ply lead to more pigeons. 

“I suggest the simplest and 
cheapest solution is to net the un¬ 
derside of the bridge. If I can get a 
bus stop back under the bridge it 
will make life more pleasant for 
bus users as well.” 

The bus service, which used to 
stop under the bridge, was di¬ 
verted several months ago with 
First claiming that few people 
used it - given the pigeon problem 
there may be good reason why few 
were prepared to risk waiting 
there. 

Network Rail was contacted by 
View from Dorchester but at the 
time of the newspaper being 
printed had not responded. 


Election candidates get a grilling at hustings 


AS campaigning for the general 
election is well underway, hustings 
events have been taking place 
across Dorset with candidates ap¬ 
pearing in Dorchester and Bridport 
last week. 

Benefits, food banks, education 
and Brexit were on the agenda at 
the hustings at Bridport United 
Church, where West Dorset’s par¬ 
liamentary candidates - Lee Rhodes 
of the Labour Party, Sir Oliver 
Letwin of the Conservative party, 
Kelvin Clayton of the Green Party 
and Andy Canning of the Liberal 
Democrat party - came together to 
answer questions on pressing is¬ 
sues from residents. 

One resident asked the candi¬ 
dates what their position on the 
Brexit negotiations were and if 
they would consider a new referen¬ 
dum if the deal was bad for Britain. 

While Mr Canning said he 
thought there should be a new ref¬ 
erendum, Mr Clayton said, that 
while he accepts the result of the 
referendum vote, he supported his 
party’s policy and felt there should 
be a ratification referendum 

Mr Rhodes said he would like to 
see parliament have the final say 


on the deal with the EU and Sir 
Oliver said that he did not support 
a second referendum. 

With regards to education, Kay 
Taylor, principal of the Minerva 
Learning Trust, asked what the 
candidates intended to do to deal 
with the funding crisis facing 
schools. 

In response, Sir Oliver said: “I 
don’t think it is true that Dorset 
schools are giving a substandard 
education, I have spoken to both 
parents and teachers and my im¬ 
pression is that West Dorset 
schools are good schools. 

“I don’t think it is true there is a 
crisis in our schools, I do think 
there is a considerable strain.” 

Mr Clayton reported that by 
2019/20 some schools in England 
will face a budget cut of between six 
and 11 per cent and Green Party 
policy is to pledge to fill that fund¬ 
ing gap with at least £7billion. 

Mr Rhodes said: “I am inclined to 
say that the answer is quite simple 
- fund it properly. It is not good 
enough that our children should 
have a second rate education, it is 
not good enough that we should 
have to get all of our parents out, 


constantly trying to raise addi¬ 
tional funds to top up school fund¬ 
ing.” 

Mr Canning said that he has seen 
the funding crisis first hand as his 
wife is a primary school teacher. 

He said: “Children’s education is 
suffering and we shouldn’t put up 
with that. We need to find re¬ 
sources, we are committed to fund¬ 
ing education - so no cuts.” 

On the topic of food banks, resi¬ 
dent Andy Pennington asked if the 
rise in food banks is down to in¬ 
ward poverty, delays in payment 
and benefit cuts. 

Mr Clayton said that wealth in 
this country needed to be re-dis- 
tributed and there should not only 
be a minimum wage but a maxi¬ 
mum wage. 

Mr Rhodes agreed and said 
wealth should be redistributed to 
“everyday working people” as the 
use of food banks is down to pay. 

Oliver Letwin said: “When people 
are changing from one benefit to 
another they end up without any 
money for a period, which is a dis¬ 
aster. It is not a new disaster but it 
is one that desperately needs to be 
cured and one idea is for it to be

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Stepfather found guilty of murdering toddler 


A STEPFATHER has been found guilty of mur¬ 
dering his two-year-old stepson in Broad- 
mayne near Dorchester. 

On Thursday, May 18th, after a 
trial at Winchester Crown 
Court, Joseph Eke - 22 and of 
St Lawrence Road in Wey 
mouth - was found guilty of 
murdering two-year-old 
Harry House from Broad- 
mayne. 

He was also found 
guilty of a separate count 
of grievous bodily harm. 

Eke was found not guilty 
of a further count of caus 
ing grievous bodily harm 
and one count of causing ac¬ 
tual bodily harm. 

He is due to be sentenced at the 
same court on Monday, June 5th 2017. 

The court was told that Harry died as a re¬ 
sult of serious injuries to his head and 



abdomen and that these were caused by the ac¬ 
tions of Eke. 

Eke was in a relationship with 
Harry's mother and the pair were 
living on Main Street in Broad- 
mayne at the time, the court 
heard. 

The couple are no longer 
together. 

At 9.44am on Thursday, 
May 26th 2016, a 999 call 
was made by Harry's 
mother to report that he 
was unresponsive. 
Paramedics attended 
the address on Main 
Street and he was taken to 
Dorset County Hospital 
where he was sadly pro¬ 
nounced dead. 

A forensic post-mortem concluded 
the cause of death was a blunt force injury 
to the abdomen. It also indicated that Harry 


suffered at least three traumatic events in the 
week before his death, which resulted in frac¬ 
tured ribs. 

Detective Chief Inspector Sarah Derbyshire, 
of Dorset Police's Major Crime Investigation 
Team, said: “Joseph Eke subjected two-and-a- 
half-year-old Harry House to a violent episode 
that resulted in his death. 

“This was an extremely difficult and chal¬ 
lenging investigation and I would like to praise 
all professionals that were involved. 

“Above all, my heartfelt thoughts are with 
Harry’s family. It has been an absolutely terri¬ 
ble time for them and still continues to be so, 
with the loss of little Harry from their lives. 

“I can only hope that today’s verdict is of 
some comfort to them. They continue to be sup¬ 
ported by our specially-trained officers.”

Private sector funding could help to get 
social housing scheme off the ground 


SOCIAL housing in West Dorset could be in line 
for a significant boost after a finance firm has 
shown its support for developments in the area. 

Vince Adams from Dorchester and Bridport res¬ 
ident Roy Mathisen, who set up the Afford a 
Home West Dorset campaign in order to bring 
genuinely affordable housing to the area, have 
said a large private investment firm have show 
interest in supporting their project. 

After discovering private sector firms, such as 
those that manage large pension funds, build so¬ 
cial housing as a form of investment and receive 
an income for their investors, they contacted fi¬ 
nancial services company Legal and General to 
gain advice on how to set up a social housing 
trust. 

Mr Mathisen said: “It turns out they are already 
investing in social housing and Legal and General 
are the country’s biggest investors in infrastruc¬ 
ture. 

“Legal and General’s largest social housing deal 
to date has been a £252million investment in 
council housing with the housing association 
Places for People, and they are interested in fi¬ 
nancing new social housing projects in West 
Dorset. 

“They build them and lease them to a housing 
association. Local people then have access to the 
genuinely affordable homes that we desperately 
need. 

“If we have somewhere that we can build 100 to 
200 social housing units, then they will certainly

give the project serious consideration.” 

A spokesperson for Legal and General said:

mitment to investing its patient capital into 
housing across the country, particularly in 
under-supplied area/geographies.” 

The pair are urging local residents to spread

Mr Adams added: “If everyone networks this 
campaign, we can make a start, then the conver¬ 
sations, expertise and deliberations come from 
that.

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Secret wartime unit honoured with memorial

A MEMORIAL has been unveiled 
to a secret wartime unit at 
Stratton and tributes paid to the 
men who, had the UK been invaded, 
would have carried out a guerrilla 
war. 

The unit’s existence was only 
discovered by accident after 
the death of a former mem¬ 
ber. 

It led to two years of 
research by David 
Downton and his 
cousin, Heather 
Langdown into the 
shadowy existence of 
the Wrackleford 
Auxiliary Patrol. 

Relatives whose 
family members 
served in the unit at¬ 
tended the ceremony 
to unveil the memorial 
on Stratton Village 
Green on Saturday. 

Only one survivor from 
the unit, 90-year-old Jack 
Northover, was there to see the 
commemoration which nobody 
thought would ever happen. 

Mr Northover joined up at the age of 
15, taking the place of his older 
brother, George, who left the unit to 
sign-up, only to be killed. Mr 
Northover’s father, also George, had 
also been a member of the unit. 

All were sworn to secrecy about the 
unit and their training in sabotage and 
resistance behind enemy lines. 

The group had a concealed opera¬ 


tions base in a copse called The Rook¬ 
ery, opposite Wrackleford House and 
were ostensibly members of the Home 
Guard. 

The men signed the Official Secrets 
Act and their role was such a well- 
guarded secret that not even their fam¬ 
ilies knew about them. 

At the conclusion of hostilities they 
were given no recognition except 
a small lapel badge. 

After a welcome by parish 
council chairman An¬ 
drew Aylott former 22 
SAS Commanding Offi¬ 
cer Major General 
Tony Jeapes re¬ 
minded the audience 
what life was like in 
war time Britain. 

“Back in the 1940s 
we were a tough na¬ 
tion and we had to 
be... we had the 
enemy sat the other 
side of the Channel 
waiting to come over.” 
He said the men of the 
Auxiliary units “were the 
spirit of resistance,” made up 
from men who knew the coun¬ 
tryside inside and, if necessary, could 
live off the land. 

Mr Northover, who now lives in 
Dorchester, said “It seemed like a 
great adventure...we only realised 
later how important it was. 

“Thankfully we were never put to 
use, but we would have done our best.” 

He said he was proud of the memo¬ 
rial to the unit and honoured to be re¬ 
membered along with all those he 
served with. 

David Downton and his cousin, 


Heather Langdown, started research¬ 
ing into the history of the unit, on the 
death of Lewis Downton when the first 
reference to the unit was uncovered 
while sorting out his estate. 

“I became quite keen on it and we de¬ 
cided that a memorial would be a fit¬ 
ting tribute,” said Mr Downton who 
helped collect donations from a num¬ 
ber of sources to pay for the £3,00C 
stone and plinth. 

Unveiling of the memorial plaque the 
Lord Lieutenant Angus Campbell said 
the country should be pleased and 
proud that it had “people of such 
strength of will”. 

The dedication and Service of Re¬ 
membrance was led by The Reverend 
Dr John Travell with a Dorset Dialect 
poem, The Wrackleford zeven com¬ 
posed and read by Devina Symes from 
the William Barnes Society. 

Other speakers included Baroness 
Rock of Stratton who spoke about the 
support and guidance she had re¬ 
ceived, as a young girl, from some ot 
the men and their families. 

Floral tributes were laid by relatives 
of the Wrackleford Unit with the Last 
Post and Reveille played by Mark 
Downton, former bandsman of 13/18th 
Royal Hussars. 

The Royal British Legion standard 
bearers Yvonne Thromble (Wimborne) 
and John Ridout (Puddletown), were 
under the direction of parade marshall 
Spencer Hare.

A BEAUTIFUL day, with Lundy Island teas¬ 
ing us on the horizon, set the tone for the six- 
mile jaw droppingly beautiful walk from 
Woolacombe west to Croyde. 

Leaving the small surfer town, which is still 
in dozy off-season mode in March (wakey, 
wakey Woolacombeites!) a small incline 
leads you into the dunes which perfectly 
frame the magnificent three-mile long pris¬ 
tine golden sands (voted Britain's Best 
Beach in Tripadvisor back in 2015). 

From here the SW coast pather has the op¬ 
tion of a further small climb onto a track 
which gives much better views than if you 
remain plodding through the dunes. We 
opted for the former on the outward trek. 

The National Trust-owned dunes once 
housed an 18-hole coastal golf course until 
1947 when it closed having been used for 
military training during WWII. 

The two paths join at the end of the beach 
and then stretch across the hill top at al¬ 
most 90 degrees to the beach giving a fan¬ 
tastic view, and perspective, of the wide 
expanse of sand. 

We eventually reached the headland at 
'Baggy Point' which has been designated as 
a Site of Special Scientific Interest due to 
geological interest in the upper Devonian 
sandstone that forms the bedrock. 


After stopping to see a 102 year old jaw bone 
from a whale that was washed up on the 
beach back in 1915, we grabbed some lunch in 
Croyde before retracing our steps up until 
the home straight when we 'ticked the box' 
and trudged back through the dunes route 
which was tough going for a couple of 50 
somethings!

BBQ Tip 1. Hot Tip: A good guide to grill temperatures is 
the hand test. Hold your hand around 6" from the grill; if 
you can only keep it there for around 30 seconds, the 
temperature is too hot, 1-2 minutes is high and an ideal 
searing heat. 2-3 minutes means a medium temperature, 
ideal for normal grilling. 3-5 minutes is fairly warm and 
good for keeping food warm. Any longer and the grill is 
not ready. 

BBQ Tip 2. A Long Soak: Marinated food tastes great 
and grills better, as apart from enhanced flavour, it also 
helps protect food against high grill temperatures. Nor¬ 
mally the longer the better, but a simple tip to cut mari¬ 
nating time is to place food in a sealed plastic bag, 
massage in marinade and place in fridge. This cuts mar¬ 
inating time by half. 

BBQ Tip 3. Low & Slow: BBQ is not a race against time, 
so don't grill too quickly or on too high a heat as this 
causes food to burn on the outside whilst being under 
cooked in the middle. The trick is to 'sear on high' and 
then take it 'low and slow'. It helps if the grill-bars are well 
oiled, but don't turn food to often as this reduces heat. 

BBQ Tip 4. Gas or Charcoal? Most first time BBQ'ers buy 
a simple charcoal grill, but gas grills can now cost under 
£50. So just what's the best? Well; gas is simpler to use 
and more easily controllable. Whilst charcoal is more tra¬ 
ditional and adds that essential BBQ taste. A simple guide 
is 'gas for ease' and 'charcoal for taste'. 

BBQ Tip 5. Barbi Parties: Choose a theme, the US, 
South Africa, Australia and South America, especially 
in this Brazilian Olympics year are all good. It also 
helps that they have great wine and beer too! The 
Caribbean and Mexico are also cool. Remember great 
Barbi parties are based on the three 'B's' - Blues (or any 


music you fancy). Booze and BBQ's. 

BBQ Tip 6. Follow Smoky Joe: Enhancing that true 
smoky BBQ taste is best done on charcoal by throwing 
wet wood chips, herb branches on the coals. Try different 
types of wood, apple is good or vine clippings. A similar, 
although not quite as good, a similar effect can be 
achieved on a gas grill with a lava rock bed. 

BBQ Tip 7. Become a real Grill Star: Create some Barbi- 
theatre, by 'fanning-the-flames'. Quickly press down on 
meats or poultry with a long-handled spatula; this re¬ 
leases natural fats, causing a brief 'flare-up'. Please take 
great care when attempting and keep any clothing well 
clear. Do NOT attempt to enhance effect by adding extra 
oil. 

BBQ Tip 8. Over the Rainbow: Introduce some colour 
to your Barbi food, red, green or yellow bell peppers are 
great flame-roasted to enhance flavours. Once skin has 
blackened, place in a plastic bag to cool. The skin will 
then easily peel-off. Green and yellow courgettes, also 
grill well as do chillies, asparagus and aubergine. 

BBQ Tip 9. Get Criss-Crossed: To achieve professional, 
cross-hatch grill-lines, sear meat, fish, poultry or 
fruit/vegetables on a hi-heat, lengthwise to the grill-bars. 
Remove and quickly wipe grill bars with oil and repeat at 
right-angles. Once both sides are seared return to normal 
cooking, turning infrequently. 

BBQ Tip 10. Don't forget Safety First: Position BBQ's on 
level ground, well away from hedges, fences, or over¬ 
hanging shrubbery. When lighting charcoal, only use 
proper BBQ lighter fuel, never, ever use petrol or other 
flammable liquids. If using gas ensure grill lights imme¬ 
diately, if it fails, turn off gas, leave for a few minutes and 
try again.

Dorchester (4) 123 lost to 
Broadstone (19) 213-7 by 90 runs 
DORCHESTER suffered their second 
successive defeat at the hands of 
Broadstone at the Rec. 

Having restricted the visitors to 
213-7, the county town got off to a dis¬ 
astrous start in reply, recovered and 
then collapsed again. 

Five of the top six Broadstone bats¬ 
men made good runs after being put 
in to bat by the hosts with Jonathan 
Colgate (41) and Danny Hammett (70) 
adding 92 for the fifth wicket.
